The Burlington Police Department has been conducting an on-going investigation
regarding drug trafficking that has been occurring at the address of 33 South
Willard Street in Burlington.

BPD had received numerous complaints regarding short duration foot traffic in
and out of 33 South Willard Street. Simultaneously, BPD had been conducting
surveillance activities on the residence, and witnessed several known drug users
coming and going from the residence, making short duration stops for less than
two minutes. A search warrant was obtained and on 01-19-2017 at approximately
10:00am officers from the Burlington Police Department, The US Marshals
Service and the Bureau of Alcohol Tobacco and Firearms (ATF) executed the
warrant.

A search of the apartment was conducted and two loaded firearms, a small amount
of Cocaine, over two ounces of Marijuana and a large amount of US Currency
were recovered. Gary Carter (age 29) and Naguan Bowie( age 31) were both
charged with “person’s prohibited from possessing a firearm- Violent Crime”.
Carter and Bowie were lodged at the Chittenden regional correctional facility
following their arrest.
